Rome, Aug. 20— Pope Pius X. died 
early-' this morning. The exact time 
has not yet been announced. 

The passing of the supreme puntifT 
of tho" Roman Catholic church was 
not unexpected. From about noon lie 
had been unconscious and steadily grew 
wealcer toward evening. Official bulle- 
tms prepared the church for the worst. 

He had realized his condition early 
yesterday morning, when he said fare- 
well to his sisters and his brothers and 
laid his last injunctions upon Cardinal 
Merry del Val. the papal secretary of 
state. 

Death was due to to his ancient 
enemy, bronchial catarrh, which be- 
came acute on Sunday. , 

The attacks which he fought off a 
year agojretumed to' find him over- 
wrought with . the grief inspired by 
the great European war. 

The vitality with which he fo\jght 

■^f^jrsier. attacks had been absorbed in 

his prayers and . medlatipns for peace. 

* The assistance he once gave his phy* 

aicians was lacking, as he forgot himself 

ajid though only of the catastrophe 

which the world is facing.

Little Stefanta Babola, 4 year old 
daughter of Mr. and Mr^, John Babola 
of Fourteenth and Victoria street. 
North Chicaj^o. was ground to death 
under the wheels of a limited train on 
the Chicago and Milwaukee electric 
railroad before the horrified eyes of her 
mother. The accident took place at 
the Fourteenth street crossing of the 
railroad in North Chicago shortly be- 
fore 9 o'clock Tuesday morning. The 
mother is prostrated and is under the 
care of a physician. 

Mr. Babola was at work in the Hard- 
ware Foundry in North Chicago, when 
the accident happened. The mother of 
the child was in the front yard of her 
home about a hundred feet away, she 
was mowing the lawn but occasionally 
she looked up to .keep a watch on her 
little daughter who was playing near 
her. 

After a little time the child became 
tired of playing in the yard and scamp- 
ered toward the electric railroad tracks. 
ChildliKe, she delighted to watch the 
cars go speeding by. There was som- 
sort of a fascination about it that al 
ways attracted her. 

But childlike, she did not realize the 
danger of standing too near the edge 
of the platform. According to wit- 
nesses it is said the motorman saw the 
child and sounded a warning whistle. 
The mother heard it and cried out for 
her child to step back out of danger. 
The sound of the approaching cars, 
however seemed to drown her yoicefor 
the child gave no indication t^at she 
heard. 

A second later the limited .was pass- 
ing the platform. The first car had 
passed but the swish and suction of air 
jerked the little girl from her feet antl 
beneath the wheels of the* second car. 
The mother was an agonized witness, 
although unable to render assistance. 

In' a few bounds the mother had 
reached the side of the little inanimate 
figure. She grasped the crushed and 
bleeding little form' of humanity to her 
breast and hurried to a nearby plot of 
grass. Tenderly she deposited the little 

burden and bagged piteously for the 
chiid to speak to her.' But the little 
lips were sealed. Suddenly the realiz- 
ation of this broke over the mother and 
with a wild scream she swooned and lay 
unconscious beside the child. Neigh- 
bors picked her up and carried her into 
her home and summoned a physician. 
Friends say her grief is terrible. With 
every breath there is a prayer that the 
little child be spared to her. Her con- 
dition' is said to be truly serious.

FIRST TIME IN ITS HISTORY 



For the next three or four weeks 
Frank O'Connell, a well known Wauke- 
gan railroad man, will be obliged to 
take all his nourishment through a tube. 
Of necessity it will be of a liquid nature 
for his jaws are clamped so tightly to- 
gether that mastication is out of the 
question. 

O'Connell is being cared for by Dr. 
W. S. Bellows and Dr. P. C. Regan, 
the latter being a dentist. O'Connell's 
Jaw bone was facturedat the chin while 
he was engaged in av friendly scuffle 
with a friend on Sunday. The friend 
struck him on the juw and the bone 
snapped. The blow was in fun but 
landed harder than was intended. 

Not until Tuesday noon did O'Connell 
suffer any real inconvenience from the 
injury. Then the factured bones separ* 
ated and he found it impossible to use 
his jaw for any purpose. He consulted 
the two above nsmed physicans. 

A temporary plaster cast was placed ' 
on his jaw to hold the ends of the frac- 
tured bone firmly in place. Because of 
the weight of the plaster and the gen- 
eral inconvenience of such a cast in this 
particular part of the body- it was 
decided to make some other arrange- 
ment. 

Dr. Regan has caused a head harness 
of leather to be made. There are straps 
which are placed over and around his 
head, connecting with a little leather 
pouch into which his chin rests. When 
the harness is strapped on the upper 
and lower jaws are clamped together 
with vise-like tenacity. This harness 
is to be kept in position almost contin- 
ously until the broken ends of the bone 
have reunited. ' _ 

With his teeth so tightly clenched it 
would be difficult under ordinary cir- 
cumstances to feed him. This has been 
obviated by extracting two of the front 
t-'eth en tl e -pper and lower jaw. This 
leaves an opening through which a tube 
will be inserted for the purpose of giv- 
ing the victim water and liqued nouiah- 
ment.

Although Assurances Have Been Given 
That Japan Will Safcgard American 
Interests There Is Much Uneasiness 
at Washington — Fierce Fighting Con- 
tlnuea In Belgium — French Claim 
Victories In the Valley of the Meuse. 

Japan. In a sharply worded ultlmu* 
Una, to Germany, dcmaudcd that war- 
ships of Genminy bo withdrawn from 
tbe far cast and that Klaochow be 
evacuated. Germany la given until 
Sunday, August ::3, to comply. It Is 
the general expectation throughout 
Japan that war will follow ihe ulti- 
matum. 

The United States was given assur- 
ance In a' conference between Takaakl 
Kato. foreign minister, and George W. 
Gutlirlo, the American umoassador. 
that American Interests In the Orient 
Tirould be safeguarded and the tntcg- 
rity of China would be upheld. 
^ ^ Japan Expects War. 

That the Japanese war offlce ex- 
pects the terms of the ultimatum will 
not be complied with Is indicated by 
tho issuance of a summons to all 
newspaper men to appear and receive 
instructions in regard to the publica- 
tion of news In the event of a state of 
■war coming Into force. 

Japanese Deeply Impressed. 

Publication of the text of the ulti- 
matum created a deep Impresalon, de- 
spite tho fact that It had been pre- 
4llGted that Japan no longer would 
attempt to evade entering actively into 
the war. Meetings of merchants, mem- 
bers of . parliament and othcra were 
addressed' by Premier Olcuma and the 
foreign minister, who counseled, calm- 
uess and declared that Japan had no 
ambition to acquire more territory. 

Foreign Minister Kato denied that 
the United States had Interfered in 
any way in tho situation. He said be 
was of th6 opinion that the United 
States was not likely to intervene In 
any way. 

Japan's Action Limited. 

The British ofllclal presc bureau gave 
out tho following statement: 

"Great Britain and Japan, having 
been in communication with each oth- 
er, are of the opinion that it U neces- 
sar7 that each shall take action to pro- 
tect its general Interests In tho far 
east as contemplated by the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance, keeping especially 
In view the Independence and intog- 
rUy of China as provided for In the 
agreement. 

"It is understood that the action of 
Japan will not extend to the Paclflc 
ocean beyond the China sea, except as 
It may be necesaarj' to protect tho 
Japanese lines In tho PacIIlc, nor In 
Asiatic waters, to the westward of tho 
China sea, nor on foreign territory ex- 
cept territory in German occupation 
on tho continent of eastern Asia." 

The president was asked whether 
the assurance of Japan that she v.-ould 
ovontually restoro Kiaochow to, China 
In case that territory wag obtained 
from Germany was regarded as satis- 
factory in Washington. Mr. Wilson 
replied that ho saw no reason to ques- 
tion Japan's good faith In this con- 
nection. 

Secretary Tumulty, at the direction 
fo the president, issued tho following 
statement: "The president feels It 
Incumbent on hltr^sclf, as tho houd of 
a neutral nation, to express no opin- 
ions whatsoever du the attitude of 
Japan or any other^ country." 

Secretary Bryan firmly declined to 
discuss Japan's movc,\but It Is known 
that the Ja^rancso goverhmont, under 
thB Root-Tdkahlra agreement of 1008,

Tell Different Stories. 
The Vienna correspondent of tho 
Renter Telegram company wires to 
London that several Austrian army 
corps have invaded Russian territory. 
Ho adds that the Russian advance on 
Zalosce, Brody and SokaL in Galicla. 
close to the Russian frontier and 
northeast of Lcmberg, has been 
checked. 

This is In direct contradiction to 
tho ofllcial view of the French war 
office, which says: "Tho Russian army 
is moving forward for nn offensive 
blow. In Gnllcia the Russian cavalry 
has crossed the frontier and tho Aus- 
trian cavalry and Infantry have been 
routed. Germany Is being put on tho 
defensive, and it Is impossible to avoid 
tho conclusion that her position at 
the front is not all tlmt could be de- 
sired at such a critical time In her 
history." 

Decline Mediation Offer. 
AH the powers at war In Europe ex- 
cept Russia have Informed President 
Wilson that, much to their regret, they 
cannot accept his offer to act as me- 
diator In tho conflict now on. France 
replied to tho proffer that as Germany 
was the aggressor she could not ac- 
cept tho offer; Great Britain explained 
thnt the question of Belgian indcpeud- 
enco and British honor would not ad- 
mit of arbitration, and Germany and 
Austria both say they have amply auf- 
llclent grounds for continuing the war. 
Jews to Be Given Rights. 
A decree granting civil and political 
rights to all Jews in Russia will be 
issued by the czar without delay. This 
act Is of great importance to America 
and will, It is believed, be followed by 
• a new era of cordial relations between 
Russia and the United Stated. 

Capital Moved to Antwerp. 
The Belgian capital was hurriedly 
moved from Brussels to Antwerp, at 
the approach of German cavalry al- 
most to tho gates of the city. The 
defenses of Brussels were strength- 
ened to resist tho attack of tho Uh- 
lans, who havo penetrated to Wavre, 
only 15 miles southeast of Brussels. 

The Belgian ministers of war, 
finance and foreign affairs, and the 
French und Russian ministers to Del- 
glum, havo left Brussels for Antwerp. 
The affairs of France and Russia were 
left in the hands of the Spanish lega- 
tion. 

War Coats France $40,030,000 a Day. 
The Paris Socialist newspaper 
L'Humanlte states thai the war. is 
costing France $20,000,000 a day and 
that the nation loses a similar sum 
dally by the sudden stoppage of uc-t 
tivlty in economic life. Optimistic ac- 1 
counts are given of tho supplies of 
food on hand for Paris. 

Threat to Force Dardanelles. 
Russia mobilized her Black tea fleet 
and has notlfled Turkey that she in- 
tends to send the fleet through the 
Dardanelles whether ihe porte grants 
permission or not. Turkey proclaimed 
the neutrality of the Dardanelles at 
the outbreak of the war but Russia 
became dlssatisflcd with, the action of : 
the Ottcman government affecting I 
Gennany. j

From In front of Hrussols, extending 
In an Irregular lino to the Swiss bor- 
der, the lines arc tightly drawn, and 
there is fierce flghtlng in ninny places. 

The fiercest Infantry flghtlng extend- 
ed along a battle front of VZ miles from 
Luueville. France, east of Nancy, to 
Sanrburg In Alsace, well on tho way to 
the mighty German fortress of Strass- 
burg.

Two Intrepid French aviators flow 
over the German stronghold of Metz 
and spread consternation there by 
dropping bombs ineldo the fortress 
and blowing up several dirigible war 
balloons. 

To the southward ^of Metr, the 
French recaptured three Important 
IHJsts— Blamont, Clroy and Thann. 

In front of Brussels there has been 
comparative quiet, but French avia- 
tors report that the Germans are dig- 
ging trenches, indicatlng-that they are 
merely waiting for their heavy aitU- 
lery and Infantry to come up. 

Lloge and Namur still hold out. de- 
spite nil the Germans can do, and are 
still blocking tho plans of the in- 
vaders. 

Maesrlcht. Holland, reports that Aus- 
trian troops are arriving at Alx-la- 
Chapellc. If this Is true it Indicates 
tho kaiser's determination to make his 
flrst blow as heavy as he can possibly 
deliver, and that 11 will bo aimed at 
Brussels or through tho Ourthe valley 
at tho forts on the upper Meuse. 

French Hold Crests of Mountains. 

Tho French war department. In an- 
nouncing tho beplnnlxvg of tho general 
engagement, tcUs the people that It 
may be a we':k or longer before tho 
struggle l6 decided, and until then the 
government will Issuo no bulletins. 

Tho allies are ready, and await tho 
German onslaught. 

The French hold the creats of tho 
Vosges mountains and have recentyl ex- 
tended their control over the hills as 
far northward as Saalcs. So far as 
known, there Is 'only the Nineteenth 
German army corps and possibly one 
Austrian army corps In this quarter. 
The object of the French Is to cover 
them and facilitate an offensive move- 
raont In Lorraine.

Fighting was hottest along a 
12-mlle front that stretched across the 
Lorraine boundary. Metz was bom- 
barded by French aviators. A heavy 
artillery duel was fought at Dlnant. 
French and Belgian news sources cred- 
ited the allies with many buccohsos. 

On tho Ruseiau frontier it was re- 
ported that tho czar's forces had 
driven back the Germans from scv- 
oral border points, and It was said 
that the rapid re-enforcement of tho 
Russian armies will necesBltute more 
vigorous dofenslvc measures on the 
part of Germany and Austria. 

Hard Fighting Reported. 

Along a front of 26G miles Germany, 
bent on Invasion of France, faces the

REPORTS FRENCH VICTORIES. 

By C. !^. Bertelll, special correspond- 
ent of .the Chicago Examiner at Paris, 
who . writes from the French view- 
point. 

The most Important news comes 
from the Bast. It Is a sequence oC thti 
occupatl9n of the Pass of Saale. which 
has been known for several days, and 
of the flghtlng at Blamont. Operations 
are now developing at tho angle of the 
frontier where Alsace und Lorraine 
join. 

Saale Is at tho entrance of the Val-. 
ley of Douche, which flows toward 
Strassburg and along which there Is a 
railway. From this point, on Friday, 
the French troops gained the heights 
of Mount Donon. which dominates tho 
valley and also commands the valley 
of the Soar. The following Saturday 
the French forced nn entrance Into tho 
valley of tho Snar and occupied the 
heights on the other side. 

Tho French arc already at Schlr- 
mcck. Bolow Mount Donon, In the 
valley of the Saar. their front la about 
flvo ktlometora from tho Important 
city of Strassburg. Farther west they 
are at Mareal. near Dle'nx. They aro 
also descending tfie high valleys of 
'Alsaco hetweon tho Bruche and Be- 
sarre. 

At the other end of tho line In Bel- 
glum the French have triumphed like- 
wise In a less considerable but no les:i 
brlllant combat. IC had for theater the 
city of Dlnant, on tho Mouse, whore 
10,000 German cavalrymen wore In ac- 
tion. The German armies, warned by 
the resistance of the Belgians, are 
drawing closer together In such n 
way as to force their way through In 
tho vicinity of Mczlorcs, which Is on 
tho Meuse In France, 50 miles south 
of Namur. 

The arrival at Mainz of the German 
emperor Is looked upon as certain to 
mark tho beginning of great opera- 
tions.

Murderer >ildea In Furnace and Is 
Taken Priconcp — Posse of Farmers 
Threaten to Lynch Him But Shcrlfl 
Takes Him to Jail at Dodgovllle. 



Spring Green, AVla., Aug. IS.— Julian 
Cnrleton, aged thirty a Barbadoes 
negro, with a handax added the flnal 
crlniKon chapter to the freo lovo ro- 
mance of Frank Lloyd Wripht, the 
architect and his soulmato, Mrs. Ed* 
win 11. Cheney, who since her divorce 
from Mr. Cheney had adopted her 
malnden name, Mamah Horthwlck. 

Tho negro, maddened perhaps by tho 
dlGchargc of himself and his wlfo as 
house servants, locked tho doors of 
the beautiful AVrlght bangnlow which 
overlooks the Wisconsin river at 
Spring Green, while Mamnh Horth- 
wlck, her two children, and her hus- 
band's Kix employes were at luncheon, 
on Saturday. Mr. Wright was lu Chi- 
cago. 

Tho negro then poured a flood of 
gasoline about tho place and tossed a 
match Into tho strep.m. As flro raced 
through tho house the negro stood ut 
a point of vnntago guarding a door 
and n window. With his hnndax ho 
cut his victims down one by one na 
they leaped from tho burning struc- 
ture. Mnmah Borthwlck wos the flrst 
to die. Her two Innocent little chll- 
followed. 

In all, tho negro killed six and In- 
flicted Injuries on thrco others. Ills 
wife was permitted to run nwny un- 
harmed. He himself ran Into the 
basement of the burning building und 
climbed into the unllghtcd furnace. It 
Is believed he hoped to crawl forth 
after the search had been abandoned 
during the night and seek safety. 

Tho dead: Mamah Borlhwlck 
Cheney, John Horthwlck Cheney, 
ten years old, hor son; Mar- 
tha Cheney, cloven years old, her 
doughter: Kmll I^rodelle, thirty years 
old, draftsman employed by Wright, 
Milwaukee; Thomas Brunker, sixty 
years old, farm laborer; Ernll W^eston, 
thirteen years old, chore boy. 

Tho Injured: W'llIIam Weston, forty 
years old, carpenter; Ilerpert Fritz, 
twenty years old, Chicago, draftsman; 
David Llndblum, flfty-tivo years old, 
gardener. 

However, after tho roused country- 
side had conducted a three-hour search 
of tho neighborhood with bloodhounds, 
somo one thought to look Into the fur- 
nace. They pulled the negro forth, he 
feigning unconsciousness. Ho was 
bundled Into an automobile and 
whisked to Dodgevllle. 18 miles away. 

Sheriff J. T. Williams and his depu- 
ties with drawn weapons stood off a 
crowd bearing ropes, who pursuod In 
three automobiles and vowed they 
would wrest away tho prisoner and 
lynch him forthwith. 

Tho coroner's jury returned a ver- 
dict stating tho six victims had met 
their deaths "at the hands of one 
Julian Cnrleton." 

The body of Mamah Borthwlck, In 
a pIno casket, was lowered Into Its 
grave two miles from the Wright's 
bungalow, near here. There were no 
funeral services.

Panama, Aug. 17.— Tho canal zone 
celebrated the opening of the 
canal. Tho festivities, however, wero 
only local and suggested little of 
tho International uignlflcance of tho 
event. With the ofllclal Panama cele- 
bration set for next spring, oven the 
United States was not offlclally repro- 
scntcd except by thp men who havo 
long been In the Canal zone. Tho 
steamship Ancon, owned by the United 
States war department, -was chosen 
as tho flrst big boat to bo put through, 
signalizing tho opening of the canal 
to all ships up to 10.000 tons register. 
Shortly before nino ' o'clock In the 
morning tho Ancon started from tho 
Atlantic side and arrived In the Pa- 
cific at six o'clock In the evening.

Shopkeepers Organize Clerks Into 

Fighting Forces and All Are En- 

thusiastic Over Prospect of 

Qoing to War.

London. — Shopkeepers of London 
now are organizing their clerks into 
flghtlng forces. Evcry^uvoning in the 
streets of tho business districts may 
bo seen compnulos of shop employes, 
earnestly drilling to bo soldiers. Tbey 
are getting ready to change the yard- 
stick for a musket and the counter 
for tho trench. In the big department 
stores, where there are many em- 
ployes, whole regiments have been or- 
ganized. In lesser cstahllshmenta, 
companies are being formed, and 
where there aro small stores with only 
a few clerks, two or thrco employers 
arc putting their men together to form 
B company. 

Apparently, all of the clerks are en- 
thusiastic over the possibility of going 
to war. They seem to lake to the 
drilling with Interest, and when thoy 
are being put through their paces, tho 
streets ring with good-natured shoutB 
and laughter. 

This military orgaiilzatlon of clerks 
is not a haphazard movement. It la 
being supervised by the government 
and the men thus enllsto^ will form 
a flfth line of defonse. The companies 
thus formed uro in addition to the 
thousands being recruited for tho reg- 
ular army und tho military organiza- 
tions In tho various cities^ 

From tho appearance of the recruit- 
ing statlouB, it would appear that uU 
mnlo England Is trying to get to the 
flghtlng fronL Men of all classes and 
degrees besiege the ofllces, standing 
half tho day In long lines In the 
streets, allk-hatted peers rubbing el- 
bows with grimy laborers. 

Consumer Benefited. 

It Is an undoubted beneflt to the 
British consumer (hat war was de- 
layed as long as possible. It did not 
come until the flrst ^sl^eavos of tho 
homo crop wero already In stack, 
wbllo so much wheat land was rlpo 
for the liarvester that a scarcity of 
food could be at least but t matter of 
days. -vHad war broken oiit In June, 
tho matter of harvesting tho grain 
would have been a far more serious 
problem. 

Tho days when British ports held a. 
month's supply of wheat and ample 
Toservo of feeding stuff for slock ai>- 
pear to bo past, and trade profits lu 
time of peace aro now so small that 
there Is now no longer a margin for 
carrying charges, for paying for tho 
warehousing. 

That flour and wheat have risen 
even slightly In price slnco thowar 
scare became apparent; shows what 
might have been expected had war 
como when the harvest was two 
months off Instead of two Wocks. 

The first but least Important lasuo' 
of tho war Is that of the Rrltlsh mar- 
kets being cut off from certain arti- 
cles much In demand, but not absolute- 
ly necessary. Austrian rolls have al- 
ready disappeared from the dinner to^ 
bio and the fine Hungarian flour, so 
much In domand for pastry has gone 
up 100 per cent It Is doubtful if Aus- 
tria-Hungary will continue to export 
flour, for the wheat crop of tho. dual' 
monarchy, oven . had there been no 
war, Is very short' this year. Tho

War Is Approved. 

Througft England, the pcopU* of ev- 
ery class regard tho war with one 
mind. Thoy approve of it because 
thoy believe there was no honorable 
way for England to stay-out of the con- 
fllcL Not a man but wants to go to 
the front nnd all tho people, high and 
low, are accepting the privations of 
war, slight as yet but apt to become 
heavy before long, with great good 
humor ^nd grace. 

Perhaps ono of tho moat unexpected 
results of the war was the' abaolute' 
ending of suffragette militancy, For 
years the British public had been ac- 
customed to the depredations of tho 
"wild women" manifested in the 
smashing of windows, crusades on par- 
llamejit, burning of houses, nm'.Ilatlon 
of pictures nnd explosion of bombs. 
Ono of the first things King George did 
after England declared war. was to 
pardon unconditionally all the suffra- 
gette prisoners who are In tht; various 
jails for militant oITeuaes. The milt- 
tants reciprocated Immediately by de- 
claring a cessation of their vloleirt' 
campaign for ballot The suffragette 
organizations Volunteered to take 
charge of^the work of providing for tho 
needy women ond children made de- 
pendent by the war, and some of 
them volunteered to act us nurses at 
tho fronL

Chicago Girl Gives a Vivid Picture of 

Experiences at Seat of 

War. 

War scones In Austria are vividly 
described In a letter, ripped ot>en and 
mutlloted by military cousory, which 
was received from a Chicago girl. Miss 
Lillian S. Franke, who Ia touring En- 
tope, us ; companion to Miss Fanny 
Sfayer, slater of Levy Mayer, the al- 
tornoy. 

*'I ,wonder If this letter will ever 
reach you," she says In her closing 
paragraph. "I am afraid It won't. 
Things are In such a terrible condition 
over here that I hardly Itnow what U> 
expect." 

**But for tho time being I am safe. 
I have never in my life oxperienced 
such excitement. About six o'clock on 
July 37, while I was on my way back 
to Carlsbad to rejol^n Mltis Mayer, our 
train wos held up twice by hundreda 
of soldiers. At every railroad station 
soldiers were telling their wives an* 
children good-by. It was such a s 
sight! 

"Thousands of Americans aro fleelnjj 
from Carlsbad, and Miss Mayer and I 
will endeavor to get Into Germany Im- 
mediately. "We arc in a terrible hurry 
to got back to America before ihlngH 
got any worse— If indeed they could 
be any worse." 



Tells Scene of Carnage. 

A correspondent who visited at Vl|t& 
and Lloge writes: 

"Not far from the Mttlo Dutch fron- 
tier village of M^^ch I passed 'ho re- 
raialns of a big German camp. Dead 
soldiers, civilians, horses, wagons, 
carts, automobiles and bicycles lay la 
confusion. - ^ 

"Germans and nelgluna lay side by 
side— ovidpnce that they wore flghl- 
Ing man to man. Houses had been 
Hacked because tho soldiers wished 
to avenge -thomBoIves on clvUlana who- 
fired upon them from windows."

His aon 
relate\ how his father, near the end 
of hJB i\f6, saw Carlyle walking slowly 
and alono down the oppoalto side of 
the street and, touched by bla aolltary 
appearance, crossed over and spoko 
to. him.

aren't you, the man that aays wo are 
all deacendod from monkeys?' went on 
hia way, giving Huxley no chance of 
explaining matters or of protesting 
agolnat tho imaginary' sin of bla old 
friend being thruat upon his shouldera. 
^A more careful, less prejudiced, per- 
usal of what Huxley said would have

Under the 
npongoralilp of Senator'Cummlns of Iowa, Mrs. Champ Clark and other 
men and women of distinction In public llfo a croauet revlvaHiag Het tn In 

Washington. Croquet Is a game bo 
old that ItR origin Is obscure. Like 
most of the games that men play, 
it waa probably a derivative or re- 
vision of an older game— which ' was 
also the derivative of an older game, 
etc— and which has Itself undergone 
conalderahlo alteration during Its pres- 
ent general form. No doubt in tho 
centuries to come It will undergo such 
changes of form and name that re- 
mote posterity may have to turn to 
antiquarian research to trace It to 
There la a kinship between all games 
that are played with halls and sticks or balls nnd clubs, and their blood-llnea 
run together at a time so deep In tho doptha of tho past that no chronicles, 
Intelllglhle to us, aurvlvo, There la a strong relationship between polo, cro- 
quet, bllllardB, b9wlea, cricket, hockey, tennis and baBobnll, and between 
theao and 'Other games which remain to us only as mere names If we could 
but Bccuroly nnd certainly trace that relationship. 

Croquet In nearly Its present form seems to havo been Introduced Into 
England from Ireland In 1856, and It seems to havo been Introduced into 
Ireland from aouthern Franco In 1852. In that year It waa played on the 
lawn ot Lord I^nsdale, and tho story runs that It waa played there nnd then 
under tho auspices of the eldest daughter of Sir Edmund Macnagbten, who 
had learned It during a residence In France. It came rapidly Into favor aa a 
pastime In England, and was strongly reminiscent of a game of halls, mal- 
lets, hoops, or wickets, and pcgP, called "pall mall," from tho French palllo- 
malllo, which waa a popular game In England during tlie years of the reign- 
ing Stuarts.
